In the midst of so much excitement, so 
many conflicting statements, prevailing 
throughout the whole of our city yester- 
day, it was difficult to furnish a Correct 
accuunt of the disgraceful conduct of the 
Fairmount and Independence Horse Com 
panies, so long notorious for their mur- 
derous attacks upon their brother firemen.

Northern Liberty Hose, at Fortner’s 
Tavern, and after tearing off their equip 
ments, dashing tumblers, decanters, and 
other dangerous missiles at the members 
of the Liberty, (many of whom were 
awfully cut, the floor of the bar-room be.
